Customs CopsCan’t Nab 
Smugglers, Court Rules 


‘OSAKA (Kyodo)—The Osaka 
Higher Court ruled yesterday 
that .customs officials do not 
have the right to seize smug- 
giers. 

The ruling came in a verdict 
concerning a smuggler who 
injured Kobe customs officials. 

Tamotsu Aoyagi, Sil-year-old 
stevedore, Was sentenced to 
two month's imprisonment on 
the charge ‘of assault but was 
absolved of ‘interference with 
execution of official duty. 

The verdict reversed the one 
made by the Kobe District Court 
in the original trial, in which

A total of 6,590 towns and 
villages throughout the nation 
were merged into cities during 
the past six years under the 
Government's policy to stream- 
line the local autonombus sys- 
tem. 

The merger of towns and 
villages has been carried gut 
under two laws—the Town and 
Village Amalgamation Promo- 
tion Law and the New City, 
Town and 


1953 and 1956, respectively. 

The streamlining of the local 
autonomy system, according to 
an Autonomy Agency announce- 
ment made Sunday, reached 98 
per cent of the goal last Decem- 
ber. A totall of 548 towns and 
villages coming under the two 
laws were yet to be 
as of December 31. 

The Government last Decem- 
ber adopted a final working plan 
for reorganizing these towns 
and villages which did not 
merge because of various diffi- 
culties involved, emcee a 
clash of interests among ir 
residents, . 

The plan enabled 102 more 
towns and villages to reorganize 
during the past four months. 
As of Sunday, 375 towns and 
villages were yet to be merged 
The Autonomy 
Agency wants to reorganize 
these by the end of September. 

With the reorganization, the 
number of cities, towns and vil- 
lages in the country now total 
3,571. They comprise 551 cities, - 
1,895 towns and 1,125 villages.

Boy’s Festival Started 
After Mongols Repulsed 


By KATSUTARO NARITA 


The best time of the year 


comes in May. The cherry 
blossoms ve way to the 
luxuriant foliage which will 


clothe all hills, woodlands, fields, 
rdens and parks. Indeed, in 

_ aon verdure itself is a real at- 

traction in early summer. 

And in this season, too, some 
of the cultivated flowers begin 
to bloom, among them the 
Shob«, a variety of iris, whose 
Yong, narrow leaf, like a sword 
blade in shape, is inseparably 
connected with the Boy’s Festi- 
val, usually called “Tan 
sekku” (Festival of y), 
which is held today. This 
festival is an annual event of 
deep significance for small boys. 

The Tango-no-sekku is also 
popularly known as “Shobu-no- 
sekku,” mean Iris Festival, 
because it calls for many leaves 
of the Shobu, which are used 
for the reason that originally, 
phonetically, the word Shobu, 
although written with different 
characters, meant “Have a re 
gard for a martial spirit!” 

In spite of their defeat in 
World War II, the Japanese 
people have not yet lost their 
martial spirit, because it gives 
their sons encouragement to 
manliness, perseverance, en- 
ergy, and all the other virtues 
essential to the equipment ef 
a full man, 


As Swords 

On the occasion of the Shobu- 
no-sekku when the Shobu be- 
gins to bloom, boys carry its 
sword-like leaf—tying it around 
their head with a white head- 
band, Hachimaki, which sym- 
bolizes integrity. For them this 
leaf symbolizes victory. And on 
this festival day the boys take a 
Shobuno-yu, a bath containing 
chopped-up iris leaves, both by 
way of instilling the warrior’s 
spirit into themselves and in the 
traditional belief that the iris 
bath has a miraculous power to 
prevent all kinds of sickness. 

In some provinces the le 
eat the leaf of iris on this jan 
tival day, for tradition has it 
that longevity will be acquired 
and bad luck avoided by eating 
it. On this occasion, these 
leaves are also placed on the 
eave of each house to keep the 
evil spirit away, which indeed, 
reminds us of a similar custom 
among Westerners—the custom 
of placing a spray of hawthorn 
blossoms beside each door on 
May 1 to keep off evils, 

Eat Dumplings 

On this day too, the guests 
invited to any family blessed 
with a boy are served rice 
dumplings such as Chimaki, 
dumplings wrapped in the 
leaves of iris or bamboo, 


and 
Kashiwa - mochi, dumplings 
wrapped in the ves of oak, 
and sake flavo with iris. 


Those who happen to visit an 
affluent family will be able to 

feast theif eyes with various 
manly dolls displayed on a 
stand erected in the parlor, rep- 
resenting famous feudal gen- 
erals such as Toyotomi-Hide- 


yoshi. 1536-1598, sometimes call- 
ed the Napoleon of Japan,-Kato 
Kiyomasa (1559-1611), a famous 
general of Hideyoshi’s Korean

Started in 781 

The Boy's Festival, it is said, 
started in the year 781, when 
bands of Mongolian invaders 
descended upon Kyushu, At the 
head of his troops Prince Haya- 
naga, the young second son of 
the Emperor, drove the invad- 
ers back to their ships. 

The day the Mongolians were 
expelled was the 5th day of the 
5th month on the lunar calen- 
dar, and in commemoration of 
the event and the youth of the 
commander, the Boy’s Festival 
was held yearly on the day. 

The reference to iris, accord- 
ing to historians, may date from 
the day when the prince prayed 
at the Fujimori Shrine for pro- 
tection against the Mongols. Iris 
were flowering in the fields on 
the day the Mongols were de- 
feated and it is said that iris be- 
came an omen of good luck in 
overcoming enemies. 

Fly Carps 

Another distinctive feature 
of the Boy’s Festival is a paper 
or cloth streamer in the shape 
of a carp which is hoisted on a 
wooden or bamboo pole erected 
in the garden or attached to the 
roof. Why was the carp chosen? 
The most popular belief is that 
the carp is so powerful and so 
energetic as to be able to force 
its way up violent streams, 
rapids, cascades and falls. Thus 
did the Japanese people come to 
believe that, because of its tre- 
mendous will power and its in- 
domitable spirit to get over all 
difficulties standing in its way, 
the carp would be a good sym- 
bolic example to growing boys, 
typifying energy, strength, and 
a will of iron to surmount all 
obstacles.

U.S. Makers 
May Import 
Japan Radios 


NEW YORK § (AP)—United 
States manufacturers of port 
able transistor radio sets may 
import Japanese receivers. for 
the first time this year and sell 
them in America under well- 
known domestic brands, The 
New York Times reports in a 
special trade supplement. 

American producers’ have 
seen their share of the U.S.

Salmon Bill 
Would Violate 
Pact, Policy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Op- 
ponents of a bill to ban. impor- 
tation of Japanese salmon told 
the Senate Monday that the pro- 
posal would violate the U.S.Ja- 
pan treaty of commerce and 
contradict eo gies policy on 
freedom of high seas. 

The Mid States-Japan 
Trade Council delivered the 
warning in testimony prepared 
for a Senate subcommittee 
hearing on the bill. The meas 
ure would bar im tion of 
all salmon caught in nets—in 
effect, Japanese-caught salmon. 

Its sponsors concede that 
while written as a conservation 
measure its purpose is to force 
Japan to agree to stop fishing 
in a North Pacific area where 
salmon of Alaskan origin are 
found in large numbers. Bris- 
tol Bay, Alaska, salmon runs

26 national exhibits, as compar

Individual business exhibitors 
cover the global alphabet from 
Argentina to Zanzibar.

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A New Security ’ Treaty 


The announcement that broad agreement on the re-

vision of the Japan-U'S. Security Treaty was reached last 


Saturday by Foreign Minister Aiichiro Fujiyama and U.S. 
Ambassador Douglas MacArthur II is a gratifying one. 

In our view, a sound security treaty with the Uni 
States is the very basis of Japan's postwar progressive na- 
tional life. Without it, this country would be liable to suffer 
from all kinds of pressure from the Communist bloc and, 
indeed, from anyone who felt inclined to take advantage of 
fundamental weakness. It may be regrettable but it is 
clearly a fact today that a defenseless nation still counts for 
very little in the international arena; and Japan's present 
defenses can be of small significance unless tied up with a 
larger organization on the side of liberty and democracy. 


The new pact, it is understood, will follow largely the 
original ideas of Mr. Fujiyama, who has devoted much 
painstaking attention to the problems involved. It is de- 
signed to bear In mind the spirit of Article 9 of the Con- 
stitution which renounces war as a sovereign right of the 
nation but which, in the best opinion, is not to be consider- 
ed as ruling out reasonable preparations for self-defense 
against possible ion. There are many who believe 
that this article in the Constitution is too idealistic for the 
present state of the world and that it would be better to 
abrogate it entirely. There is much to be said for this 
view; but abrogation might be misunderstood and 
as a backward step toward hated militarism. It seems, 
therefore, both practical and politic to proceed on the lines 
already adopted and to leave the article in the Constitution 
where it is for the time being. 

The modifications now proposed in the Security Treaty 
almost all tend to give Japan freedom from being concerned 
in what leftist opposition to a security pact has been de- 
scribing as “American military adventures.” The annex will 
provide that Japan and the United States will hold prior 
conferences in case the latter wants to change the equip- 
ment, stationing and other im matters with regard 
to its military forces in Japan. 

Areas not under Japanese administration are to be ex- 
cluded from joint Japanese-American commitment under 
the proposed changes, but would come under such protec- 
tion when and if administrative rights are returned. One 


. of the issues has been whether Japan should be bound by 


the pact to defend American-administered Okinawa and the 
Bonin Islands, both former Japanese territories over which 
Japan retains only residual sovereignty today. 

Any attack on the United States military forces in 
Japan will be interpretéd as a “direct invasion of Japa- 
nese territories and the term of the pact is to be set at 10 
years, ; ; 


The Socialists and other leftists have been the

ingly because they believe its existence is an abstacle to 
the international policies ocated from Moscow and Pei- 
ping. But what do they to substitute for it? A sub- 
ordination of the interests &f this country to the interests 
of Soviet Russia and Red: China which themselves. con- 
verge on the maintenance and expansion of communism! 


That is the true implication of the Far East pact counter- 


proposal which would seal a tieup of Japan with the two big 
Communist Powers. 

The schemes of the leftists, however, serve to reveal 
the true state of affairs. Japan must either stand with the 
Free World, in matters of defense equally with economic 
issues, or consent to run in harness with the Communist 
bloc and all that that would imply, And there can be no 
doubt as to which choice gives her the maximum amount 
of freedom to guard her national interests. Any close con- 


nection with the Communist powers would undoubtedly | 


speedily reduce this country to the status of a satellite 
comparable to those of Eastern 


Europe 
Among the free nations Japan enjoys equality of status, 
and even, in view of her economic achievements, a certain 
superiority to some countries that possess larger arma- 
ments and more extensive territory. Japan has, moreover, 
adopted the principles of representative government and 
parliamentary democracy which bring her into natural 
sympathy with other free nations. Provision for Japan’s 
defense in line with the Free World is provision for the 
maintenance of democratic government and all the solid 
advantages that that system can confer on its exponents. 


There is no thought‘of aggression or military adven- 
ture connected with the Security Pact; it is solely an in- 
strument of defense, designed particularly for the preserva- 
tion of human liberties. It places no burden of militarism 
upon the nation, and such obligations as Japan has to ac- 
cept under it cannot be described as onerous. 

With the new Security Pact, a revision of the Ad- 
ministrative Agreement is, of course, needed. It appears 
that the Government’s original plan for this revision has 
been scrapped and that a fresh draft is now being worked 
out. Every effort should be made to see, in the light of past 
experience, that the new draft really fits the revised circum- 
stances, so as to ensure the minimum of local friction in 
the implementation of the new Security Treaty.

If, in future, the American 
line here and there should ap- 
pear less positive and determin- 
ed, it may well be the stronger, 
rather than the weaker, for this 
very fact: it will now be a line, 
whatever it is otherwise, to

committed this collective institu- 
tion by acts of foreclosure; he

NEW YORK (UPI)—The New

A GUIDE TO TOKYO AND 
ENVIRONS: Japan Travel 
Bureau; pp. 44, plates 17. ¥270. 
This third and revised edi- 

tion of the JTB Tokyo guide 

is in every way better than its 
predecessors. For one thing the 
layout is much better (pictures 
at the front, new maps, valu- 
able appendices and an index 
at the beginning where it is of 
greatest use); for another, there 
is much more infornfation: for 
example, all the gardens, z0os, 
theaters, etc., aré located with 
their telephone numbers; infor- 
mation on radio and television 
is included; there is a list, with 
address and p e number, of 
all the foreign diplomatic dele- 
gations, all the international 
cultural organizations and gov- 
ernment and public offices; me 
of rail and air fares; postal, te 

phone and telegraph charges. 


Also everything has been 
brought up to date, not only 
the figures but also the facts. 
Though Ginza is still insisted 
upon as the show place of To- 
kyo (which it in fact remains), 

e section on the rapidly grow- 
ing Shinjuku has been expand- 
ed, while that on Asakusa 
seems to haye been shortened, 
thus indicating not only Tokyo’s 
gradual decentralization but also 
the rate at which the city is 
moving westward.
